wooden nickels.” The 
reason being that coins of that 
composition are now w?orth 
more than the real thing. 
In a recent Senate speech, 
Sec. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., 
noted that prices of some 
grades of lumber had risen 
more than 100 per cent in six 
months. 
He said the increase had 
added at least $1,200 to the 
average home-building cost and 
was driving the average person 
out of the housing market. 
True enough. But if you 
already own a house, the 
inflationary 
impact 
has 
a 
different character. 
For then inflation enables you. 
to live in a more expensive 
neighborhood without actually 
moving. 
Either way, wood clearly 
belongs on the list of materials 
— gasoline, beef, etc., — that 
should be used with restraint. 
Consumer Tips 
Which calls for yet another 
series of tips to consumers on 
how to practice conservation. 
May I be of service in that 
regard? 
—Recycling toothpicks: Mil­ 
lions of board feet of lumber 
are wasted every year by 
people who insist on using 1 
fresh toothpick after each. meal. 
Some are even so prodigal as 
to use only one end of a 
toothpick and then throw it 
away. 
For conservation purposes, 
have tach member of the 
family select his own personal 
toothpick and put his initials on 
it for identification. Or, if it’s a 
small family, each can choose 
a different colored toothpick. 
After a meal, the toothpicks 
should, be collected and. washed 


along with silverware, then 
returned to the table. 
When both ends of the 
toothpick become frazled, it 
can easily be resharpened with 
a pen knife or a piece of 
sandpaper. With proper care, a 
toothpick can be used clear 
down to the rnib. 
— Chopsti-ck substitutes: 
Using wooden chopsticks while 
eating Chinese food Is another 
wasteful practice. Essentially 
the same results 
can be 
achieved through adroit use of 
the fingers. 
Bend the thumb, ring finger 
and pinky into the palm, 
leaving the middle and index 
fingers extended. Insert those 
two fingers into the moo goo 
gai pan, or whatever dish 
you’re 
having, 
and 
close 
together until particles of food 
have been secured between 
them. Lift hand to mouth, 
separating fingers to release 
food. 
With a little practice you will 
find that most of the food lands 
on your necktie, just as with 
real chopsticks.

Greg Cook 
Still Trying 
To Return

Greg Cook is still trying to do

the Cincinnati Bengals starting 
quarterback. 
“I’m throwing at 65 or 70 per 
cent of what I need, to do to 
make it,” Cook said at the 
Bengals 
training 
camp 
here 
Wednesday. “If I could improve 
one per cent a day, or even one 
half of a per cent, then it 
wouldn’t be long. But I don’t 
always improve. 
There have 
been some low days.” 
As a rookie in 1969. the tall 
and 
husky 
Cook 
led 
the 
American Football League In 
passing 
and 
his 
teammates 
voted him most valuable player 
on the team. 
But an injury to his right 
shoulder led to three operations 
and no football the next three 
seasons for the 6-foot-i, 215- 
pound Cook. 
Cook 
began 
his 
comeback 
early this year-throwing the 
football 
daily 
in 
hopes 
of 
returning to his old form by 
training camp time. But the 
comeback 
so far has fallen 
short. 
The 
26- year-old 
can 
throw 
hard enough and far enough to 
participate 
in 
most 
passing 
drills, but one big thing still 
agonizes Cook and worries his 
coaches—the arm is still sore. 
“I wouldn’t actually describe 
it as pain,” the bushy blond - 
haired University of Cincinnati 
graduate said. “Tt’s aore. The 
soreness is still there and I feel 
U every day.” 
The continuing ailment has 
caused Bengals* Head Coach 
Paul Brown to keep Cook out of 
some drills “as a precaution.” 
Cook tossed a few passes in a 
gymnasium at Wilmington Col­ 
lege Wednesday afternoon, but 
wasn’t allowed to throw in the 
intense outdoor workout. But he 
looked on admiringly at 'the 
bulelts

Catrer stepped in and

nearly 500 miles so he could get

here, 
was talking about how some 
folks think he’s a little soft 
upstairs to be doing what he’s 
doing for a living. 
“I guess the question they 
keep asking me most is, ‘How 
do you stand all this stress and 
strain?’” he said. “You know 
how some pople are, they think, 
Christ, you’re gonna get killed. 
But it isn’t really that bad. You 
have to know what you’re doing 
when you get up there on that 
bronc. If you know what you’re 
doing, and you have a. little 
luck, you can do all right for 
yourself.” 
Joe Alexander, 29, did all 
right for himself last year. 
He set a record for the most 
money ever won in bareback 
riding with earnings of $32,126. 
That was all right. But it cost 
him at least $15,000 in expenses 
to win that money. That wasn’t 
so all right. 
“I can’t speak for everybody 
on why they rodeo, but with 
me, 
it’s

per 
cent 
for 
money,” said Alexander. 
He makes himself out much 
more 
commercial 
than 
he 
actually is. You can tell that 
when you ask him about the 
gold belt buckle he wears, the

What Joe Alexander leaves 
unsaid is that he’s the best. in.

Most bareback bronc riders 
lean backwards when they’re'

necessary eight seconds, but 
Alexander sits right up on the 
rigging. 
He looks in complete com­ 
mand. He’s human, though. He 
can be frightened by a horse 
the same way you can, and. he 
remembers 
a time 
he

during a rodeo in EUensburg, 
Wash. 
“ I hung up on a horse and 
couldn’t get my hand outta the 
rig,” he said. “1 was scared. 
The only thing I could think of 
was

loose.

couldn’t. They took me to the 
hospital. I had a concussion and 
was 
kinda 
goofy 
there 
for 
awhile, but I don’t call that 
anything serious. There were 
no broken bones.” 
Joe Alexander is one of the 
few rodeo competitors with a 
college diploma. He got his 
from the University of Wyo­ 
ming. 
The toughest part about rodeo 
work as far as he’s concerned 
is 
the 
'traveling 
and 
the 
physical strain that comes from 
trying to stay on bareback 
broncs. 
Joe Alexander is only 5-foot-6 
and 
checks in

anybody who would argue he

Even with both lanes of the .road open, 
during comtnuting hours, that section of 
state highway is already a tight bottle­ 
neck. But the traffic now is nothing com­ 
pared to what it wfll be when the new 
Brookville Lake is opened and residential 
building continues to expand both to the 
east and the south of Connersville. 
The problem of these future traffic 
jams is serious, evén frightening in cases 
of emergency. The people of Fayette 
County need another bridge and they 
need it soon if their vital functions are 
not to die from the hardening of this one 
artery.

telephone calls at the rate of 
2.000 each week; took care of 
13.500 “walk-in” requests, an­

and 
reserved

until 
paper work could be completed 
in new corporations. 
Conrad 
said: 
“We 
also 
audited 50,000 annual returns. 
I was the first Secretary of 
State to make the audits, and 
it has been well worth our time. 
Every year we have been doing 
it has found $150,000 to $200,000 
in errors.” 
After three years of trying for 
change with the legislature, Con­ 
rad took a new approach with 
the General Assembly.

Fatal Cycle 
Mishaps Rise 
At Rapid Rate 


INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) - 
More than so persons havo 
been küed in motorcycle acci­ 
dents in Indiana thus far this 
year, nearly seven per cent of 
all trafile fatalities. 
Unofficial United Press Inter­ 
national statistics pointed up the 
fact motorcycle accidents re­ 
sulting in deaths are rising at 
an alarming rate in this state, 
just as they are throughout the 
county. 
Albert E. Huber, executive 
director of the Indiana Traffic 
Safety Council, recently ks-sued 
a statement on behalf of the 
counci saying motorcycle laws 
should be made tougher in an 
effort to reduce the toll. 
UPI statistics show that 17 
persons have been killed in mo­ 
torcycle accidents since July 1. 
Earlier, two were killed, in Feb­ 
ruary, six in March, 12 in April, 
10 in May, and 14 in June, for 
a total of 61 m 1973. 
"Nationally, 'there has, been 
an increase of nearly 450 per 
cent in motorcyle registrations 
since 1961,” Huber said. “This 
compares with, a, 51 per cent 
increase in all other types of 
motor vehicles. This simply 
means we have more cyclists 
on our streets and highways 
than ever before and the traf­ 
fic problems they create are in 
direct proportion to their in­ 
creased number. 
“Motorcycle riding is at a 
new popularity peak in Indiana 
as well as the entire country. 
Thousands of the new style, 
light and speedy cycles are 
sold in the state annually.** 
Huber said there were 3,113 
motorcycle accidents with 75 
Catantes and 2,887 injuries in 
1972 in Indiana. That fatality

He added that although meat 
could be extended up to 50 per 
cent with high quality soybean 
products by consumers if they 
so desired, the company pre­ 
fers that stores not extend the 
meat that far. 
“What we are afraid of is that 
if stores began mixing meat 50 
per cent with soy flour, some 
customers would not like it and 
their comments would damage 
the business,” Ramey said. 


3 Difepent Products 
“One of the things most ar­ 
ticles about soy protein products 
has made clear is that there 
are really two different classes 
of them with regard to their use 
in cooking,” he added. He said 
that there are actually 'three 
different soy products being 
used as meat supplements or 
extenders, but two of them had 
largely the same characteris­ 
tics. 
The three products are soy 
flour, isolated soy protein and 
spun soy fiber—each represent­ 
ing a, stage of processing of the 
raw soybeans. Ramey said that 
the oil is first extracted from 
the beans, which are ground to 
form soy grist or flour. Pro­ 
tein is then extracted from the 
flour and it may be extruded— 
put through steam pressurized 
barrels and forced into strands 
similar to those used in nylon 
or rayon—to sping the fibers. 
“Soy flour is only about 50 
per cent protein while the iso­ 
lated soy protein is 92 per 
cent,” Ramey said. ‘The spun 
fiber is 63 per cent protein be­ 
cause water has been added, 
but it has a diferent quality 
from the other two and most 
people consider it more pala­ 
table because it browns better 
and has more flavor.” 
The company 
also 
makes 
canned and frozen meat substi­ 
tutes which tastes like beef, 
chicken, pork, scallops and oth­ 
er meats.

Hebrew, no .involved doctrinal 
presentations. He talked the 
first night on the story of the 
prodigal 
son. 
The 
second 
evening he preached on the 
second coming of our Lord, and 
the 
third 
night’s 
message 
concerned faith. 
His whole purpose in his 
simple preaching is to preach 
and 
present 
Jesus 
Christ. 
G r a h a m ' s evangelism, of 
course, is mass evangelism. But 
evangelism whether mass or 
'personal, by word, or mouth, or 
television, private or public, is 
still the cornerstone of the 
Christian faith. 
If Christ’s program 
is to 
succeed in our world it depends 
or. us being evangelists. “But

cent a year on the amount of 
the refund. 
Q. I use the den of my home 
exclusively in my insurance 
business. I just repaired the

A. Yes. The cost of repairs 
to a room used exclusively for

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ad­ 
ministration farm, officials have 
been quietly researching their 
options for 1974 farm programs 
in case President Nixon vetoes 
new legislation pending in Con­ 
gress. 
Separate versions of the new 
bill have already passed the 
House and Senate. Both meas­ 
ures are based on a new “tar­ 
get price” support program. 
Both contain, an “escalator 
clause” to raise support levels 
after 1974, and Agriculture Sec­ 
retary Earl L. Butz has prom­ 
ised flatly to recommend a veto 
if a bill containing an escalator 
clause reaches Nixon’s desk. 
If no new legislation is passed 
this yeiar, farm experts say a 
series of currently dormant old 
commodity support laws will be 
automatically revived for 1974 
crops. These laws, Butz said 
last week, “wil give us author­ 
ity to have all of the produc­ 
tion we want.” 
The old programs do not au­ 
thorize direct p a y m e n t s to 
farmers, hut they do provide 
price support loans for wheat, 
feed grains and cotton. And if 
they were activated, Butz 
added., “there would, he no re­ 
strictive practices whatever” on 
acres for grains and cotton. 
Actually, the old programs 
would require planting allot­ 
ments for both wheat and cot­ 
ton, although Butz would have 
discretionary authority to set 
them at extremely high levels 
if be ruled supplies were low. 
Also, both the wheat and cotton 
programs c o n t a in potential 
marketing 
quota provisions 
which, while they do not actual­ 
ly limit the bushels or pounds a 
fearmer can sell do provide pen­ 
alties against growers who ex­ 
ceed planting allotments.

However, she warns, 
don’t dampen, the fabric any 
more than necessary. 
The specialist says you can 
make your own cleaning solu­ 
tion by measuring a cup of dry 
soap or detergent and adding 
enough warm water to make 
It wet. Then beat the mix ure 
with a band beater or electric 
mixer until it is the consistency 
of stiff egg whites. 
“When the soap is beaten, 
there shouldn’t be any excess 
water to soak into the fabric,” 
Mrs. Shank notes. 
Apply a liberal amount of 
lather to a test spot on the back 
of the sofa or chair and scrub. 
Mrs. Shank advises that you 
work from the edge of the test 
spot, toward the center. 
“A medium-soft brush will 
make the task easier unless the 
fabric is loosely woven,’ she 
suggests. Use a sponge for 
[osely woven fabrics. 
Scrape away soiled suds with 
the dull edge o£ a knife or 
rubtier scraper. Then wipe 
several times with a soft, doth, 
w ring nearly dry in clear water. 
If ¡it* test spot looks all right, 
continue with this technique 
until the j^ece of furniture is 
clean.

University. Fortunately, she 
adds, the textiles, apparel, and 
letailing industries are taking 
steps that will help 'consumers 
get the maximum return from 
the clothing dollar investment. 
For example, the apparel 
industry reportedly will offer 
some fall clothes that can be 
worn year • round, the specialist 
says. 
Made 
from 
light-to 
medium-weight f a b r i c , the 
garments can be worn through 
the fall and winter under a 
wrap and will he comfortable 
through the spring and summer 
months—especially 
i n 
air 
conditioned rooms. 
If you’re considering a gar­ 
ment for year-round wear, 
make sure the design and color 
are suitable for all seasons, Dr. 
Goodrick advises. Long sleeves, 
which are usually preferred for 
wear in air conditioned rooms, 
lend themselves to fall and 
winter wear better than do 
short • sleeved or sleeveless 
garments. 
“Neutral or medium to dark 
colors span the seasons well,” 
Dr. Goodrick points out. “Some 
colors, especially the clear, 
bright pastels of the current 
season, are best restricted to 
spring and sumer wear.” 
The specialist says that the 
apparel industry is helping the 
budget-minded consumer by 
promoting a group of colors tor 
more than a single season. This 
will enable you to coordinate 
your wardrobe colors 
and 
fabrics from one season to the 
next. There will be less need 
to buy several garments at once 
to insure a well coordinated 
wardrobe! 
“In the past,” Dr. Goodrick 
explains, “a group of colors was 
promoted for one season only. 
These were often fad colors 
which were easily identified, 
with a particular season.” 
Beginning in the Fall of 1974, 
some of the colors promoted 
during that season will be of­ 
fered in other garments in 
following seasons. So you can 
purchase a skirt this fail and 
match or coordinate it with a 
sweater, blouse, or jacket 
several seasons later.

With Inflation 
In Mind 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. V 
the rising cost of living is 
creating a financial criáis in 
your household, it may be time 
to put your family on “inflation 
alert.” 
This is the term Dr. Jan 
Armstrong uses for budgeting 
with inflation in mind. An 
Extension consumer marketing 
specialist at Purdue University, 
Dr. Armstrong says you can 
ease a financial crisis by taking 
a realistic look at your financial 
situation. 
The first step in “inflation 
alert” is calling attention of 
your family to the financial 
picture. Dr. Armstrong says 
this calls for a family discussion 
to help everyone face the 
situation and do his part to 
solve the problems. 
“Naturally,* she points out, 
“you shouldn’t scare children 
by giving them visions of the 
poor house. Leave them with 
idea that they may have to wait 
a while for a new bicycle, not 
that they will, have to wear 
rags.” 
When the family is alerted, 
make an accurate list of family 
assets and liaiblities. ’Assets 
are everything the family owns 
that has cash value, and 
liabilities are all. outstanding 
debts,” the Extension specialist 
explains, 
Then pin down regular and 
major expenses, Dr. Armstrong 
s u g g e s t s , adding, “Family 
members might keep records of 
cash spending for a tow weeks 
lo see how out-of-pocket ex- 
oenses add up. And 'the family 
should review the past year’s 
receipts and cancelled, checks. 
“As you pin down expenses, 
don’t forget to count the money 
you spent on Interest charges. 
When you realize how much 
you’re spending for credit 
purchases, you may find ways 
to cut back on credit buying 
n the future.” 
While your family is on 
“inflation alert,” try not to 
spread dollars thinner than they 
'an go, Dr. Armstrong warns. 
‘But,” she adds, “everytime 
you spend a dollar, weigh your 
upending with inflation in 
nind.” 
This may mean trimming 
down your family's expenses, 
eliminating as much financial 
fat from the current spending 
as necessary. But where can 
you trim? Dr. Armstrong has 
lióme suggestions. 
“Cut out snacks your family 
really doesn’t need,” she says, 
adding that you may also save 
«tome money by “looking for 
less expensive sources 
of 
nutrition.” 
In addition, the specialist says 
you should look for ways to do- 
it-yourself instead of paying 
others to perform services for 
you. And you will probably save 
money by rediscovering free 
sources of entertainment for 
our family.

Small Families 
Food Prices 
Are Higher 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
A national study has some 
d i s c o u r a g i n g news for 
homemakers who feed only one 
or two people. The study shows 
that small families pay higher 
prices on food items than do 
larger, six-person families. 
The research found that food 
prices were 11 per cent higher 
for one-person households and 
seven per cent higher for two 
person households than the 
prices paid by families of six! 
But Dr. Jan Armstrong, 
Extension consumer marketing 
specialist at Purdue University, 
says small families shouldn’t 
despair. In fact, if homemakers 
with 
small 
families 
shop 
carefully, they will be able to 
take advantage of many of the 
price benefits large families 
enjoy. 
“One of the reasons small 
families pay high prices for 
food,* Dr. Armstrong explains, 
“Is that they can’t use economy­ 
sized packages as efficiently as 
large families can..' 
However, she adds, if people 
with, small families utilize their 
freezers and other storage 
facilities, they might take better 
advantage of less costly, large 
packages and containers. 
Of course, large families may 
still have the price advantage 
on some highly perishable foods 
that simply can’t be store. Dr. 
Armstrong points out that small 
families may have to continue 
to pay slightly more for these 
foods than do large families. 
Another reason large families 
pay lower prices for food, the 
specialist continues, is that they 
tend to buy lower grades or 
less expensive varieties of 
foods. 
A 
small - f a m i l y 
homemaker could do likewise, 
learning to fix, less expensive 
foods to help stretch the food 
budget. 
The differences in large and 
small family 
buying 
may 
become less significant as all 
.families begin to take ad­ 
vantage of unit pricing, Dr. 
A r m s t r o n g notes. “Unit 
pricing,” she explains, “wil 
'help families of all sizes 
compare prices by the ounce, 
pound, or quart. Thus, families 
can find the least expensive 
package size, brand, or grade.” 
The differences may also be 
reduced, she says, as times 
change. “New ideas in foods 
and packaging—and changes in 
life styles—may help reduce the 
gap between what small and 
large families pay for their food 
items.” 


Clothing 
Prices Zoom 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
It isn’t easy being a consumer 
these days. Prices are higher 
everywhere you look—and that 
includes clothing prices, too. 
In fact, estimates are that 
wholesale clothing prices are as 
much as 10 to 30 per cent higher 
for toil stock this year than last 
year, says Mrs. Billie Chamber, 
Extension clothing and textiles 
specialist at Purdue University. 
“This means,” she continues, 
“that consumers will pay an 
increase of two to ten dollars 
for much of the clothing they 
buy this fall,” Mrs. Chambers 
predicts. "For example, one 
sportswear 
manufacturer’s 
average price was $7 last fall; 
this fall the same manufac­ 
turer’s average' price has risen 
to $8.75.” 
The estimated increases are 
likely to hit almost every type 
of apparel—from school clothes 
for the kids to a new suit for 
Dad, from a winter coat for 
Mom to new shoes for everyone. 
Mrs. Chambers points out that 
there are several reasons for 
the expected increases. Among 
the reasons she lists aro piece 
goods shortage, higher fabric 
costs, and increased labor casts. 
In addition, the devaluation of 
the dollar means further price 
increases for imported items 
such as bides, leather goods, 
and knit items, she notes. 
Al s o , manufacturers aro 
paying more than ever for raw 
materials. Mrs. Chambers says 
that the cost of raw wool has 
risen about 161 per cent in the 
past 15 months! 
And as the apparel industries 
met the pollution control and 
safety standards, which become 
effective during the next five 
years, production costs will 
soar, the specialist claims. “The 
added cost, wil! be passed on 
to the consumer in the form 
of higher prices.” 
To he’p keep clothing prices 
at a reasonable level—and to 
keep the consumer buying—the 
clothing industry may find ways 
to cut corners. The clothing and 
textiles specialist notes that 
some manufacturers are sub- 
s t i t u t i n g less expensive 
materials for more expensive 
ones. They are using imitation 
leather and suede in place of 
the scarce and costly genuine. 
Syn hetics and 
blends 
are 
replacing more costly wools and 
cottons in some lines. And fake 
fur is replacing real fur on

The specialist thinks that 
consumers will probably be 
dis urbed by the increased price 
tags they see on clothing 'this 
fall. “Yet,” she adds, “con­ 
sumers need to be aware that 
while the dollar price tags of 
individual items are higher, the 
cost of clothing has risen less 
than wages in the past 20 
years.’
